Wilmington will hold a special 
town meeting Monday, December 6 
at 7:30 p.m. in Barrows Auditorium 
at Wilmington High School on 
Church Street to discuss and vote on 
four separate articles. 

A vote on the controversial issue 
of seating in small eating 
establishments will be among the 
items on the agenda, The articles 
are, as transcribed on the Town 
Warrant announcing the meeting: 

+ Article 1. To see if the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate by 
taxation or transfer from available 
funds a sum or sums of money for 
the operation of various Town 
departments and expenses; or do 
anything in relation thereto. 

+ Article 2. To sce if the Town 
will vote to authorize its 
Treasurer/Collector (Joseph Peters) 
to enter into a compensating balance 
agreement or agreements for a term 
not to exceed three fiscal years 
pursuant to Massachusetts General 
Laws, Chapter 44,-Section 53F; or 
do anything in relation thereto. 

+ Article 3. To see if the Town will 
vote to release to the Reading 
Municipal Light Department certain 
utility easements for electric 
transmission located in various 


When is a restaurant not a

When is restaurant not a 
restaurant? That question will be 
discussed and put to a vote at 
Monday's Special Wilmington 
Town Meeting, as voters decide 
whether or not to amend the town's 
by-laws to allow local pizza and 
sandwich shops to provide up to 20 
seats for their customers. 

The by-laws of Wilmington under 
the heading "Classification of 
Business Uses," mandate that retail 
stores, or those zoned in general 
business (as opposed to high 
density) areas, which sell food, must 
have that food consumed "off the 
premises,"

+ Article 4. To see if the Town 
will vote to amend the Zoning 
By-Law by allowing limited seating 
in establishments classified as a 
sandwich shop under the provisions 
of Retail Stores definition by taking 
the following action: 

Delete in 3.5 Classification of 
Business Uses, 3.5.1 Retail Store 
under the definition of sandwich 
shop the following phrase "with said 
foods» to be consumed off the 
premises" and substitute the 
following "with up to twenty seats," 

The proposed "twenty scat" 
provision of Article 4 would 
differentiate such an establishment 
from a "restaurant" and thus allow 
proprietors more lenient board of 
health conditions, such as those 
concerning public restrooms and 
handicapped accessibility 

A similar Article was proposed 
and defeated by the town at the 
annual town meeting last spring, 


Now, Christos Eliopoulous, who 
owns Andrea's Pizza on Main 
Street, is seeking to change that by 
replacing the "off the premises" 
clause with the 20 scat provi§o by 
putting the matter before the town 
once again, Voters rejected a 
similar proposal at last spring's 
annual town meeting. 

Other local business-owners, in 
attempts to gain seating for their 
establishments, have rallied around 
Andrea's Pizza cause Barry 
Fiorenza, who owns the Uptown 
Deli sandwich shop in North 
Wilmington, has lobbied 
shop-owners and residents to vote in

Fiorenza has come under fire 
recently because of the picnic tables 
he keeps outside his store which 
customers cat at, a violation of the 
contested by-law. Town Counsel 
Alan Altman forwarded a 
memorandum to Building Inspector 
James Russo instructing the latter to 
enforce the mandate by issuing 
Fiorenza a cease and desist order 
against his picnic tables. 

Violation of the zoning by-law 
carries a $100 per day fine, but 
according to Fiorenza, Russo cannot

His course of action after that 
would involve a court injunction 
and hearing, a process he would 
rather avoid in licu of changing the 
law But obstacles, most 
importantly, the town's 
unwillingness to part with the 
seat-restricting provision in the 
past, will stand in his and other 
amendment-proponents' way 

Fiorenza has targeted Selectman 
Michael McCoy, a restaurant 
owner, as representing a conflict of 
interest in speaking publicly against 
the by-law amendment. 

"As far as I'm concerned Mike 
should abstain from voting [at the 
special town mecting,” Fiorenza 
said. 

Fiorenza further asserts that 
McCoy is responsible for the 
complaints handed down from 
Russo through Aluman. 

"L feel [McCoy is] behind [the 


complaints. Yes," Fiorenza 
emphasized. 
McCoy, however, defended 


himself against both charges, stating 
“it is my God-given right, like any 
individual in the Town of 
Wilmington, to go to any public 
hearing or town meeting and voice 
my opinion...and I even checked 
with town counsel and that's all 
legal,” and later adding "I know the 
conflict of interest law and I don't 
think [Barry] Fiorenza does.” 

McCoy was careful to point out 
that he "has to watch what [he does} 
or how [he] votes at the board of 
selectmen meetings." He further 
stated that as a member of that 
board five years ago, he voted in 
support of the granting of a 
common victuals license to the Papa 
Gino's restaurant on Main Street 

McCoy vehemently denied 
Fiorenza's allegations that he filed 
complaints against Fiorenza’s picnic 
tables with town counsel.

McCoy does feel Fiorenza is in 
violation of the zoning by-law and 
that it should be enforced by Russo, 
and "lo use an excuse of case 
pending board of appeals or town 
meeting is irrelevant. "The law is

McCoy opposes the pro-seating 
by-law change, he says, because he 
feels the adding of up to 20 seats at

The holiday season is officially upon us. And you know what 
that means. Well, other than the airing of such Christmas Classics

Now, I drive a foreign car, but it has a quite useful little stick 
protruding off the left side of the steering column, What it does 
is, when pushed down, it activates (automatically!) a blinking 
light on the left front and rear of my car. Up does the right side, 
and this signals to other drivers if and in what direction I am 
going to tum. But I am not going to tum. I am not solucky. I am 
staying on Route 38, straight into hell, past the Livingston Street 
left-turn morgue, through the Shawsheen Bloodshed intersection 
and past the, the arcade, where there's always a gang of hot-shot 
youths surfing blind-folded across the street on improvised 
unicycles, 

I'm through the worst, I feel, and the shores of Silver Lake 
beckon. But the boats are not on the water, but on the road. 
Great, big, Detroit-built yachts-on-wheels bobbing and swaying 
and skippered by Ancient Mariners of lore and fame. 

Not even verse as foreboding as Coleridge's can prepare me for 
the universally unparalleled torture embodied in making one's 
way past the Wilmington Plaza. I have an idea, though. If they 
just make the entire parking lot accessible from the street, there 
won't be the illusion of order, and thus less pain will ensue. But I 
make it. 

I can feel it now, even taste it. I am close. I expertly slalom my 
way over Mount 62 and slice my way - blinker blinking - across, 
over and off old Route 38 and on to Route 129. Home. A few feet 
and my destination, the cozy confines of the Town Crier, is mine. 

But, I am quickly and rudely snatched from my false sense of 
security as the reality of the Colonial Park Mall Expressway 
merge smacks me, like the driver’s-side airbag I don't have, right 
in the face. But I've made it. I check the time: 3:26 p.m. Six and 
three-tenths miles in 20 minutes flat. Not bad for a day's work. 


an embarrassment

Isn't politics a wonderful thing? NOT. 

The town of Tewksbury has needed a computer manager to run, 
maintain and upgrade when necessary the town's computer system. 
The town's Wang computer system handles records and billing and 
a host of other vital functions, and a full-timer has been needed to 
oversee the system. 

Voters in September agreed to create and fund the position of 
full-time Computer Manager, and this week Town Manager David 
Cressman made his appointment, after reviewing 24 applicants for 
the position. So far so good. 

Cressman named Stephen M. Hattori of Foster Road to the new 
position, and announced the appointment during the Tuesday night 
meeting of the Tewksbury Board of Selectmen. 

But instead of welcoming Hattori to the sorely-needed position, 
the selectmen instead openly discussed whether or not to overturn 
the town manager's appointment. The charter gives the selectmen 
15 days to overturn the decision, if desired. 

Hattori spent 20 years with Wang computer, working in tasks 
from programmer to analyst to government contract specialist, He 
is well-versed in Wang computers, and holds a Master's Degree in 
applied statistics and computer science from Utah State University 
in Logan, Utah. To top it off, he lives in Tewksbury. Perfect. 

But the selectmen, in an incredible show of bad manners, openly 


discussed overturning the town manager's decision. Hattori was in 
the town hall auditorium during the discussion about his future, but 
luckily he didn't take the bickering personally. 

The bone of contention was the way Cressman advertised for the 
new job. The town manager placed an ad in the weekly Tewksbury 
Advertiser, which was his decision to make. 


Selectman Jay Kelley questioned why the ad wasn't placed in one 
of the computer trade publications, or in a bigger newspaper. He 
said a better pool of applications could be reached by placing the ad 
where computer specialists would go looking for such a job. 

The selectmen, led by Selectman Kelley no less, voted years ago 
to place all town advertising with the Advertiser, (We at the Town 
Crier won't argue that decision. At least not right now. Ahem.) 

Cressman has discretion to place advertising where he feels it is 
appropriate, and in this case he was following the earlier decision 
by the selectmen. The ad attracted an adequate number of good 
candidates, and at least one seems perfect for the work. In fact, the 
board members had no problem with Hattori's qualifications. _ 

So where is the problem? Obviously, Cressman can never satisfy 
the board of selectmen, no matter what he'does. P 

Welcome to town hall, Mr. Hattori. Good luck on your new job, 
but remember: Always be prepared to duck.

The Abundant Life 
School issue 


by Capt. Larz Neilson

A Space Sub-Committee for the Wilmington Public Schools has * 
voted to recommend that the Boutwell School be taken over, and 
used by the Wilmington Schools for needed classroom space. That 
school has been for the past 20 years or more years a "private" 
school, called the Abundant Life School by local residents. A 
church run school, some of the pupils are local residents, many 
others are from other towns. In one sense at least, the school has | 
been saving money for Wilmington by providing classroom 
teaching for some locals at no cost to the town, and further, paying 
rent for the use of the school. There are 12 classrooms in that 
building. At this time the town needs an additional six. The future 
will probably call for more classrooms. 1 

That school, and the building which is now the Wilmington Town 
Hall have an interesting history. Both were produced from the same 
plans, about 30 years ago. Half a dozen businessmen were appointed 
to be a School Building Committee back about 1960, Wilmington 
needed a grammar school in the Silver Lake area. The net result 
was a proposal to plan for the building of maybe half a dozen 
schools or more, around town, strategically located within walking 
distance of the pupils who would be attending. Build those schools 
for students of the first six grades, the members agreed. After that, 
bus students to the central schools for the last six grades. The 
architects also had a proposal which was adopted. They would make 
plans and sell them to the town, so that all six schools could be 
constructed at a planning cost of one school. 

The architects then produced the plans for twelve rooms, each 
with about 30 pupils, together with the usual amenities of public 
schools. The committee had been told to build a school in the Silver 
Lake area. They chose to take over a part of the farm formerly 
owned by Christian "Pop" Neilson. 

The net result was a school with a large central lunchroom, and 
other amenities for over 300 pupils for a cost of less than $500,000. 

But there were objections, from a person in the school 
department. A lot of objections. That person convinced the School 
Committee. From that day on, the town built only "large" schools, 
and bused pupils to those schools. Now the day has arrived in which 
the students in that "round school" are soon to be told to leave. 


~ Wilmington has need for it. What is the current situation in that 


school? In that school there are 110 grade school pupils, with 105 
of them being Wilmington residents. The largest number in any 
classroom is 21. There are also 105 "day care" students, ranging 
from infants on up.

O'Brien supports Tewksbury's 
use of state lands 


AL the invitation of Senator John 
D. O'Brien (D-Andover) the 
chairman of the Senate Committee

These bills include, 
Senate Bill 1692 - the intent of this 
bill is to transfer certain land 
presently controlled by the 
Commonwealth to the town for 
conservation purposes. This 
transfer ensures that the land is 
maintained for conservation 
purposes, thereby granting the 
residents of Tewksbury more open 
space, 

A second picce of legislation is 
Senate Bill 1814. This initiative 
requests approximately 16 acres of 
state owned land is transferred to 
the control of the town. The 
purpose of this transfer is to erevt a 
public skating rink and other 
recreational facilities on the land, 

A final piece of Icgislation 
referred to the committee is House 
Bill 2120. This bill directs the

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Bouncing radio signals . 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

Fifty years ago this writer was in 
command of the Liberty Ship 
Daniel Boone. He had, while in 
command, participated in the 
invasion of North Africa, and then 
returned to the United States. The 
ship had carried ammunition to 
Africa, and,on the return voyage 
had carried iron ore to the port of 
Philadelphia. 

In Philadelphia the Daniel Boone 
took on a full load of cargo for 
Russia. That sounded definitely 
dangerous. Many American ships 
had loaded cargoes for Russia, and 
had been torpedoed while north of 
Norway, enroute to Murmansk. 

Also loaded on deck were many 
good sized logs - one could call 
them tree§. All were at least a foot 
in diameter, and 60 or more feet 
long. That was decidedly a funny 
cargo to take to Russia. 

After loading this writer found 
out that the cargo was for Russia, 
but the logs were for a place in Iran, 
at the head of the Persian Gulf. 

So, the ship did not sail to the 
northeast. Instead it sailed to the 
south, when it left New York on 
May 5, 1943. The convoy was going 
to the Caribbean Sca. 

The Daniel Boone went on to 
Panama, and through the Canal. 
Then it left to steam across the 
South Pacific. It did not take any 
“regular” route, as it was alone and 
was to keep out of shipping lanes, 
where encmy "raiders" might be. 

The voyage from new York to 
Khorramshar, at the head of the 
Persian Gulf was over 17,500 
nautical miles in length - and a 
nautical mile is over 750 feet longer 
than the statute miles which the 
speedometer of automobiles count 
for instance. The Daniel Boone, to 
get to its destination steamed a 
distance that is longer than three 
quarters of the circumference of the 
world. That voyage took over two 
months. 

The logs, on deck, was the 
problem. South of New Zealand, 
and south of Australia, through the 


seas that are almost in the Antarctic 
Ocean, the Daniel Boone was 
bucking into gale winds, coming 
from the west. Sailors call those 
winds the "howling" westerlies. 

If the seas, stirred up by those 
winds should roll over the ship 
there was a good chance that the 
logs on deck could be washed off. 
The captain could not take a chance. 

Orders were given to the officers 
on the bridge to never let a sea wash 
over the ship. Slow the ship down, 
another three revolutions (of the 
Propeller) instead of taking a 
chance. It did not pay to take 
chances. 

But that added to the length of 
time it took to steam that distance. 

An interesting feature of that 
voyage was the radio, for 
entertainment of the crew. It was, 
one could say, newly developed, so 
that it would not "squeal" into 
another radio nearby (within five 
hundred miles or so) when it was 
being tuned and possibly alert 
enemy vessels. The radio was in the 
chartroom. The loud speakers were 
in the various messrooms. 

In other words the Officer of the 
Watch, or the captain would do the 
tuning. That, in the long run, made 
the crew unhappy. When the Daniel 
Boone was thousands of miles away 
from the United States it was 
impossible to "tune in" on American 
stations. 


South American stations (some) 
could be heard - but what young 
American scaman wants to listen to 
a bunch of Spanish? 

Both the British government BBC 
and the Germans had excellent 
service, and in the English 
language,at least part of the day. 
But, no American jazz, and who 
wants to listen to the BBC, try as it 
might to entertain American 
seamen? 

Members of the crew were 
complaining. So, the captain let the 
crew appoint men to be "radio 
runners,” up in the chart room. 

But all those men could get was 


Radio London, and Radio Berlin. 
Things were unhappy. 

Then, suddenly, about 900 miles 
east of New Zealand, a Philadelphia 
radio station (this writer seems to 
remember the call letters as 
WCAU) came in loud and clear, 
The radio broadcast from that 
station was bring "bounced" from 
an invisible layer, way up in the 
atmosphere. 

It was wonderful. The "bounce" 
continued for about seven or eight 
hundred miles, and everyone in the 
crew was happy. Then it 
disappeared. 

Eventually the Daniel Boone 
arrived at Khorramshar, which was 
a port - sort of - along a river called 
the Shatt al Arab. American Army 
engineers had constructed some 
docks, using logs that had already 
arrived, along that river. Those on 
the Daniel Boone were used to 
extend those docks. 

All those docks were probably 
destroyed, during the 1980 (or 
there about) war between Iraq and 
Iran. So much for those long, long 
voyages. 


About three weeks was the time 
spent in unloading the cargo. Then 
the Daniel Boone was a return to the 
states. 

The Daniel Boone went to a port 
in Saudi Arabia, and the captain 
bought all the oil that could be taken 
into the tanks. 

Seven thousand barrels. It cost 
$7,000. That was $1 a barrel. 

That is something to think of, 
when the price of gasoline jumps! 

On the return voyage the Daniel 
Boone again went south of Australia 
and New Zealand, and across the 
area where Radio Station WCAU 
was so well heard, several months 
before. 

Again there was American music 
on the radio, and news of the United 
States. Again there was a happy 
crew; for about three days. 

And, gentle reader, if anyone ever 
tries to tell about how American 
radio stations can be heard for 
incredible distances, as some times 
happens, then a remark can be 
made. 

"That's what happened on the 
Daniel Boone, fifty years ago!"

George McIntosh, son of Capt. 
George and Mary Ann McIntosh, 
and brother of Schamiel, 
Wilmington blacksmith and store 
owner, was bom in New Orleans. 
He lived in Wilmington after the 
Civil War for many years. 

George was a man who told many 
stories. Following are some of 
them: 

One day some "Kickapoo" Indians 
came to Wilmington and hired 
Ames Hall, That hall was in the 
second story of the building at the 
corner of Main and Church Streets. 
There was a stage at one end. 

The Indians stayed in Wilmington 
for six weeks, after hiring the hall. 
They gave free medicine shows in 
the hall, to which nearly everyone 
went. They sold to the audience 
Kickapoo Indian Sagwaw, an 
"Indian" medicine. When they left 
they sold what they had to Charlie 
Hudson, for 60 cents a bottle. He 
sold it, too, and made a good profit. 

(Charlie owned the land where the 
High School is, and his home is now 
the office of the Superintendent of 
Schools, Ed.) 

The Indians also sold Kickapoo 
Indian Salve, and told everyone that 
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Blaisdell, He lived across the street ~ 
from the Nichols home (Today's 9 
Nichols Funeral Home, Ed.), Where 
he lived was then a two apartment = 
house. 

I remember Bear Oak, where the 
last bear in Wilmington was killed. 

. It was beside Wildwood Street about 
75 feet from Maple Meadow Brook, 
on the right hand side, going toward ) 
Woburn. 

There used to be a distillery down ! 
behind the Whitefield School. It was 
back a piece, but in plain sight. ‘! 
Illegal, of course. 

One of the funny things that * 
happened when I was a boy was to a 
man named Bill Lynch, He lived on ‘ 
Main Street. (at about the northwest 
end of the present Cain parking lot, 
Ed.). 

Bill had a cow. One day he was 
out, with the cow on a rope. She got | 
him tangled up with herself and a 
bush. As fast as Bill could untangle 
them the cow would tangle them up 
again. ’ 

Because I was born in New 
Orleans, as were other members of 
the family, I had troubles. The » 
Grand Army of the Republic (GAR) 5 
was running things. You had to be a { 
true blue Lincoln man because they

they could pull tecth, painlessly. I 
had a bad tooth. 

Charlie Hudson asked me why I 
didn’t let the Indians pull it out. So I 
tried it. I could feel that tooth 
coming out of my toes. 

Afterwards I asked the Indian why 
he said it was painless.

didn't hurt him 

My father was Capt. George 
McIntosh, from Fricndship,Maine. 
He and my mother came to 
Wilmington by the Old Middlesex 
Canal,and bought a farmhouse on 
Main Street. He was a shipmaster 
and settled in New Orleans before 
the Civil War. He lost everything in 
that war because he was a "Union" 
man. 

My mother went north "through 
the lines" with her children. She 
went to Cairo, Illinois, In the bosom 
of her dress she carried a small 
pistol. The dress was of butternut 
grey, the only cloth you could get in 
the South during the Civil War. 
When she got North she was 
insulted for wearing that kind of 
cloth. 

She and my father had to live in 
Wilmington because the land they 
had here was the only thing they had 
left. My father had to make his 
living the hard way. 

He worked for the railroad as a 
section hand. He rose to be the 
foreman of the maintenance gang, 
in the Wilmington section. 

Born in Friendship, Maine, he had 
been educated in Thomaston. He 
died in 1888. 

My grandfather, William 


McIntosh, was born in Edinburgh, 
Scotland. He was hired to come over 
here and teach the art of glass 
blowing, in Sandwich, down on 
Cape Cod. 

My other grandfather, named 
Plummer, was wrecked on the coast 
of Maine. He swam ashore with a 
rope which he tied to a tree. He 
froze to death. 

My mother's grandfather had 
fought under Washington. 

When I was a boy I went to the 
Butters Row School. It was near the 
farm of Lorenzo Butters, a fine 
man. The children used to steal his 
apples. There were a lot of 
appletrees and further down the 
road toward Chestnut Street there 
were some fine pear trees. 

The Pecker (Baldwin, Ed.) Apple 
Tree? I knew where it was. 

There was a gate by the house (the 
William Butters II House, Ed.). A

road led down toward the Miller 
House. The tree stood by itself, by 
the road, in a mowing field. It was 
two or three hundred feet down, 
near a turn in the road.a turn in the 
road. 

When I was a boy we used to get 
old pine trees out of canoe swamp. 
(The swamp still exists, both sides 
of Main Street, northerly of Butters 
Row, Ed.). We used to dig down 
into the peat to find those trees. 

We used those trees to make 
matches. We would dig down to get 
splinters off the trees, two or three 
feet long. We split the splinters for 
matches. Very good, too. 

Hop farming in Wilmington had 
stopped but there were many little 
hills left from the old farms, Those 
hills were about 18 inches apart. 

Tt was the same way you would hill 
com. The hops farmers would set a 
stake in the middle of the hill, for 
the hops vines to climb. 

I remember the old Boutwell 
House, on Boutwell Street. I didn't 
think much of it. It was not fit for 
anyone but a five foot man. The 
ceilings were too low. I used to 
deliver groceries to the house, and, 
once I got in I could never stand up. 

(Massachusetts had a Governor 
Boutwell, circa 1850, whose father 
was bor in that house, The family 
moved up from Reading, about the 
time of the Revolution- Ed.) 

We lived in a home which was on 
the left side of Main Street, going 
towards Butters Row. It was right 
by the Canoe Swamp. (Another 
home is on the site today, Ed) 

I remember J H. He used to go 
down to Woburn every Saturday 
night in his Democrat Wagon and 
get drunk. 

My mother used to hear him, 
sometimes, as the wagon went over 
the hill at Butters Row, before dawn 
on Sunday morning. He would be 
asleep in the back of his wagon. She 
would put on a shawl and go out and 
get that horse and lead him toa stall, 
where she fed him and let him rest. 

Then she would go to the back of 
the wagon, where J H was sleeping. 
She would get his jug and smash it. 

After a while she would put the 


harness back on the horse and back 
him between the shafts and hook 
him up. Then she would slap the 
horse on the rump and send him 
home. J.H. would still be fast asleep 
in the back of the wagon. 

(Some day Larz will write the 
story of J H. He was a terribly 
misunderstood man, Ed.) 

Many times there were wagons on 
that hill, at Butters Row which the 
horses could not draw. Farmers 
from Billerica and Tewksbury used 
Main Street to go to Boston with a 
load of hay or something. Then they 
would come back, that same day, 
sometimes with a load of coal. 

When, on the way back, they could 
not get up that hill, they would come 
to the house and wake us up. Pa and 
us boys would go down and help 


move the wagons, while mother” 


would get something to eat for the 
drivers. 

After the wagons had crossed the 
hill the farmers would come to the 
house. Everyone would eat while 
the horses were in the barn for an 
hour or so. Then the drivers would 
move on. 

Pa had a fight with the town about 
the fence at the Flagg place, across 
the street from his home. We put it 
up and the town took it town, Then 
we would put it up again and the 
town would take it down. 

Finally, Pa told the selecumen he 
could keep it up forever, and the 
town stopped, 

(The Flagg house was located in 
back of the present Hayden Mica 
plant Ed.) In the early 1870s it was 
the home of Dr.Henry and France 
Hiller, When that couple moved to 
their new home near the center the 
Flagg place was occupied by Mr. 
and Mrs. Charlie Ross. He was 
German, Protestant. She was Irish, 
Catholic. (Because of their religion 
they were always scrapping Ed.) 

(The Flagg place burned down on 
the Fourth of July about 1920-21. It 
was an "accident" of course. Ed) 

When I was seven years old I 
worked in the Maple Meadow near 
Wildwood Street, poling hay in the 
summer time. I worked there for 
two summers at least, for Walter 


were the Civil War veterans, 

I was swimming in the pool at 
Jenks one day, where the Ipswich 
River starts, at Woburn Street.I was 
standing on the end of the diving ! 
board and some of the boys jumped 
on the board. When my face hit that 
board I lost some of my teeth, 

The School Committee one day 
passed an order that all children had 
to wear a Lincoln Button in the lapel 
of their coat. I didn't want to, but 
my teacher said I had to. 

I took it home to my father, Capt. 
McIntosh. He said I did not have to. ° 
He went down to the School 
Committee and had a row. They 
backed down. P 

I went to school in what had been a° 
Baptist Church, across from thes 
Congregational Church, (Later the} 
Town Hall, Ed.), There was a¥ 
teacher there who was a relative of 
somebody on the School" 
Committee. 

That teacher taught the same} 
lesson every day. All the boys quit, 4 
one by one, I went home and told 
my father I was quitting. He would 
not let me, That teacher was 
afterwards investigated, and found 
to be partly insane. 

I worked for Lem Eames in one of 
my early jobs. He owned the hig 
farm on Woburn Street, at the head 
of Wildwood Street, He had been a 
selectman and a state representative. 

His name was Lemuel Cobb , 
Eames.If you worked for him and 
didn't know him too well you called 
him Lem. If you were a real friend - 
you called him Cobb. 

He paid 50 cents a day. He was a 
fine straight Christian man. Deacon 
Sheldon lived nearby and Henry’ 
Sheldon lived across the street from’! 
the deacon, 

On the other side of the railroad 
from Wilmington Square there was 
aman who was called Doc Parsons | 
(On the present site of the Diamond ) 
Crystal Salt Co., Ed.). 

Doc "salted" a gold mine on the 4 A 
opposite side of Burlington Avenue, * 
where the Middlesex Canal used to 
be. He "planted:" a lite gold dust in 
the canal banks, Then, somehow, he 
let the BoSton Globe find out about = 


it. 
The Globe had a big story about 
"Gold in the streets of Wilmington." 
Henry Sheldon bought some stock, 
and so did a lot of other people.

Taxation problems

It has been noted that taxation is a complex subject. Business and 
industrial properties are taxed on a higher level in Massachusetts 
than are residential properties. 

Many residential taxpayers have probably noted that 
distinction. They are happy, and many thank their legislator for 
voting for Chapter 797 back in 1979, the law which eased the 
burden on the homeowner. 

Since 1979, a world wide recession has arrived. Business and 
industries have not been thriving. Many people have been 
unemployed. Of course it is a complicated subject. At this time, 
things seem to be improving. 

In Wilmington about two years ago there was about four million 
square feet of empty space in industrial and business property. That 
represents a lot of unemployment. 

In Lowell, reportedly, it has been worse. 

The Lowell Sun recently commented on the situation. Business 
owners, that paper said, were complaining about assessments of 
property, and taxes. It was complicated, that paper said, in that 
many buildings are now "bank owned." Banks have foreclosed on 
mortgages. 

As a part of the discussion, that paper printed tables showing what 
has happened in some nearby communities. Those tables showed the 
square fect in a building, the recent sale price, and the current 
assessment. 

A building at 24 Industrial Way in Wilmington was a part of the 
lists. With 193,000 square feet, the building was reported as having 
been sold in 1992 for $3 million. 

Then the 1993 assessment (value, for tax purposes) was shown as 
$6,224,700. 

That assessment, the reader may notice, is twice the reported sale 
price of the building a year ago. Some may remember that building 
as having been called the "Edison Building." 

That firm has not been in business, in this town at least, for more 
than four years. A Boston firm, Baker Boston, has been 
endeavoring to sell the building since about 1989. There were, it is 
said, several times when there was a near agreement, but it never 
became a fact. 

An agreement about six months ago brought a new firm to 
Wilmington, Pacific Packaging. 

The tax figures, in the Sun seem to be subject to questioning. 
"Skip" Monohan, Wilmington's principal assessor, agrees, There 
was a discussion he said, about six months ago in the appellate 
court. 

"However," says Skip, "We are going to have to do the right 
thing, in these industrial sales."

Hundreds of people came out to 
Wilmington on a Sunday, to see the 
gold mine. 

You couldn't fool all of the people 
though. Some had been out to 
California, and they knew how gold 
was found, out there. It didn't look’ 
right to them. 

Doc Parsons had a daughter who 
used to do setting up exercises every 
evening in her room. The room was 
‘on the ground floor, in back. 

Some young bloods found out 
about it. They would gather in back 
of the house in the evening, to watch 
through the window. Doc Parsons 
found out. One night he let go with a 
charge of buckshot and that was 
that. 

Doc had something to do with the 
old "Wilmington Quarry." I don't 
remember just what part he had, but 
he was owner or part owner for a 
while. 

(The Wilmington Quarry was off 
Taft Road, near Swain Road, Ed.). 

The operators persuaded the town 
to allow them to put in a narrow 
gauge railroad from the quarry to 
the railroad. It was voted in a town 
mecting. Nothing happened after 
that. 

The operators were selling stock 
in Boston for the ‘fine’ Wilmington 
granite which was to come from 
that quarry. A few loads were taken 
down to the railroad by ox-cart. 
They were left in Doc Parson's 
yard, so that the passengers in the 
train could see that the quarry 
people meant business. (Those 
pieces of granite were still there in 
the 1920s, Ed.). 

There were some Boston people 
who are supposed to have “lost their 
shirts" on that quarry deal, The 
‘last’ owner of the quarry was a man 
of whom it is said his name was 
Clark, 

No one is supposed to have ever 
tried since to sell stock on the 
Wilmington ‘deal.’ The granite 
wasn't any good anyway. It was too 
hard, or something. 

I worked for Charlie Hudson, too. 
The first store he had was on the 
Boston side of the Burlington 
Avenue bridge, near Main Street. 
The main floor was the railroad 
depot and his store was on the 
second floor. There was a sort of 
piazza bridge so you could walk 
over from Burlington Avenue, 
which was on the same level as the 
store. 

Charlie had a sign which said 
"New England Rum, Tobacco and 
Nails," 

Further up, in the "Y" where the 
Wildcat railroad starts, was another 
depot. We called it the "Y" Depot.It 
was moved, later on, to a site on 
Church Street.

New, improved Wildcats 
look to next season 


In the 1993 fall season, 
Wilmington High School's cross 
country team soared to new heights. 

Every member of the team gave 
his/her best effort, resulting in an 
improvement over the past few 
years. This year's season was a lot 
of fun, but it was filled with plenty 
of obstacles to overcome. 

Credit for the progression of this 
year's team goes not only to the 
runners, but also to the coaching 
staff. Coach Frank Kelley was 
joined this year by coach Bob 
Cripps, and the two men created a 
new image for the team. 

The boys’ varsity team finished 
the season with a decent 2-7-1 
record, compared to last year's 0-10 
mark, The junior varsity team 
ended up with a 5-5 record. Last 
year they were also winless. Both 
coaches have commented on the 
tremendous improvement from last 
year and they expect this 
improvement to continue even 
further in years to come. 

This year had even greater 
potential than what was 
accomplished, however, as the team 
was cursed with some very back 
luck. Over the summer, one of the 
team's key runners, Greg Young, 
injured his ankle scriously enough 
to end his season before it even 
started. The team's captain and top 
runner, Brendan Rogers would 
later be forced to end his season 
prematurely due to an appendicitis. 

The girls’ cross country team 
wound up winless this season. This 
was due in part to a technicality as 
only three girls, Colleen Stokes, 
Allyson Murray, and Debbie Budd, 
came out for the team this year. 

According to the league rules, 
there must be five runners in order 
for the team to score in a race. 
These three girls deserve a lot of 
credit for their efforts and for 
staying with the team the entire 
season, as rough as it may have 
been. 

Anxiety built for the boys as the 
date of their first meet approached. 


They were going up against 
Haverhill. They all knew that 
winning this meet would be a major 
factor in their confidence rise this 
season. In the triumph over 
Haverhill, the Wildcats took five of 
the first seven places. Brendan 
Rogers placed second overall and 
Justin Yentile placed third, 
surprising many and proving that he 
would be an upcoming star. 

In the JV race, the Cats took the 
top three spots, which is an 
automatic win, Erik Shaffer 
finished first which was one of the 
factors that would later move Erik 
up to the varsity. 

With spirits flowing and plenty of 
energy, the Cats prepared for a 
difficult battle against neighboring 
Tewksbury. However, the varsity 
underestimated Tewksbury's 
determination and came away with a 
tic (a rarity in cross country). 


After watching the incredibly 
close varsity race, the JV team 
became more motivated. The JV 
team was victorious and was on a 
winning streak. 

The next race involved a lot of 
controversy. At Dracut, some of 
Wilmington's top varsity runners 
were victims of illegal tactics. 

Dracut did such things as sending 
runners out to lead WHS runners 
the wrong way and—using 
unnecessary physical roughness in 
the form of shoving people off the 
trail. Despite the unsportsmanlike 
conduct, Brendan Rogers finished 
first, but it was not cnough to win 
the meet, 

After what occurred, the JV team 
ran and was able to score another 
win, extending its streak to three. 

Wilmington requested further 
investigation of the meet by the 
league. After receiving numerous 
letters from coach Cripps and the 
Dracut coach, the league ruled that 
the meet would remain as a Dracut 
victory. 

The next meet was against 
Methuen at home. Both varsity and 
JV's won this time. The next three 


meets were against the top teams of 
Chelmsford, Lowell, and Central 
Catholic. Both the varsity and the 
JV's lost all three of these mects, 
and the JV streak was over 

Immediately after these difficult 
losses, the team suffered another 
loss - Brendan Rogers to 
appendicitis. 

The next meet was a tri-mect 
against Billerica and Lawrence 
Although most of the varsity 
runners notched their personal best 
times on Wilmington's course, the 
team just couldn't win with Brendan 
watching and not running, 

The JV's ran well and was able to 
defeat Billerica for their fifth win. 
To top off the season, the Wildcats 
went up against Andover, in the 
annual Homecoming Mect 
Although defeated, the runners 
gained respect by improving 
greatly, both personally and as a 
team. 

Throughout the season the team 


also attended numerous invitational 
meets consisting of many teams 
These meets helped to prove that 
Wilmington is a force that other 
teams will have to look out for in 
the future. In the last of these meets, 
the State Meet at Franklin Park, 
Wilmington's boys finished 15th 
overall out of a field of 46 teams in 
the division 


Next year's team is expected to 
have further success. Only Brendan 
Rogers, Bryan McFeeters and Joe 
Zukas will be lost to graduation, and 
the Wildcats will hopefully make up 
for these losses with the continued 
team improvement, plus the 
addition of many newcomers. 

The team came a long way this 
year, and runners like Justine 
Yentile, Nate Censullo and Pat Rufo 
are helping to spread confidence for 
the team next year. The team is also 
hoping that next year it will receive 
more support.

On a cold Thanksgiving morning 
before an estimated 4,000 fans, the 
annual Thanksgiving rivalry 
between the Wilmington Wildcats 
and the Tewksbury Redmen football 
teams heated he Doucette Field in 
Tewksbury, ending with the 
hometown fans getting what they 
wanted as the Redmen took yet 
another Turkey game away in a 
close 23-14 triumph 

In the 58th mecting between the 
two high schools, Tewksbury held 
the advantage 31-20-1, which 
includes winning cight of the last 
nine clashes, with 1991 being the 
last victory for Wilmington. 

Since both teams have losing 
records, this game seemed 
meaningless, especially since the 
Billerica-Chelmsford game had an 
expected crowd of 12,000, 
including fans who stayed overnight 
to secure a parking place 

Moreover, all the playe 
and parents knew how special this 
game was, especially in 
Wilmington's case, with first year 
head coach Gerry Sullivan tying to 
continue their unbeaten month of 
November and most of all notch his 
first victory over the archrivals in 
his first year. 

But, that task was a bit too much 
for the Wildcats, even though they 
played a great first half and what 
seemed to be an effortless second 
half as they were behind 17-14 
going into the locker rooms when 
the famous color guards and bands 
made their appearances on the field. 

"IL wish the kids had as much 
intensity as they did (today) for the 
rest of the games we played. Our 
defense played much better and we 
were tackling much better. Now we 
get to go home and cat the "good 
part of the turkey,"" offered coach 
DelGrosso. 

The Wildcats started fast on what 
was a surprise when they elected to 
pass on a fake punt attempt on 
fourth down on their own 24 yard 
line, Their first possession surprise 
saw the pass fall incomplete and the 
scoreboard being read in 
Tewksbury's favor in a matter of 
seconds. 

That was because senior 
quarterback Chris, Snow hooked up 
with a bullet down the middle to 
sophomore Ben Christopher for the 
24 yard pass and the early 6-0 lead 
with the extra point no good 

With Wilmington again going for 
it on fourth down, to no avail, they 
gave it back to the Redmen before 
senior Greg Johnson recovered a 
much needed fumble to help 

Wilmington back into the game. 

Starting on their own 40 yard line, 
it took all but four plays and 60 
yards for senior Bryon Burke (14 
carries 78 yards) to even the score 
back up at six apiece as he took off 
up the middle for a 46 yard

The second quarter was just as 
exciting as the first as the Wildcats 
pulled a rabbit out of their hat as 
senior Josh Levesque threw a 47

Coach Joe DelGrosso then had to 
make a difficult decision whether to 
go for the touchdown assuming only 
one play was left, possibly two, on 
second down or elect to go for the 
three points from Ryan Columbus, 
who had missed an carlier attempt 
for the PAT 

DelGrosso went for the sure three 
points as Columbus booted his first 
field goal to push their teammates 
up by three points over the 
interesting first half 

When the teams came out for the 
second half, it seemed as if they: had 
their Thanksgiving dinner early and 
the fans were watching the Patriots 
play in the long latter half, which 
included many penalties. 

The only scoring in the half was 
Snow's (12-30, 184 yds, one int.) 
one yard touchdown to put the

When love comes in season 


by Bill Conlon 

Ain't love grand? Without love, 
or at least an occasional bout with 
lust, none of us would be here. 

And love, or lust, can make all the 
difference between a freezer full of 
venison and another winter having 
to listen to the stories of others. 

Deer follow a fascinating rhythm 
of behavior in the rut, or breeding 
season. Know that ritual and you'll 
come out ahead. 

In late summer, bucks grdw new 
antlers. A lot of people don't know 
that bucks shed their antlers every 
winter, but it's true. Antlers come 
and go, every year, and the hatrack 
is actually a modified form of hair, 


& much like our fingernails, 


When the antlers reach full size, 
(determined by several factors, and 
age is just one), the bucks rub their 
antlers against trees to scrape off 
the "velvet" coating of unnecessary 
blood vessels. But there is more to 
the tree rubs than just removing the 
old velvet. 

Tree rubs are meant as a warning 
to other bucks. They are meant to 
be seen, and I believe the size of the 
tree used is indicative of the size of 
the buck. I've seen saplings rubbed 
up in areas where I've found only a 
few forkhorns, but I've also seen a 
tree thicker than my arm gouged up 
in an area where a huge buck was 
known to lurk. Take note. 

Next, the bucks start marking off 
their turf and chasing away any 
competing bucks, The question of 
who gets to breed is hotly debated, 
and those antlers aren't decoration 
during battle. 

During this period, the bucks will 
make "scrapes" on the ground, for 
a variety of purposes. Scrapes are 
cleared patches of ground, often on 
a major trail, about a foot or two in 
diameter. The buck paws up the 
dirt then urinates on it, then chews 
on an overhanging branch to leave 
an additional scent marker. A doe 
will know who left the scrape, and 
so will other bucks. 

The big guy may wait around the 
scrape awhile, he may come back to 
visit it from time to time making 
his rounds, or he may stroll off and 
never think about it again. 

In any event, for a few weeks the 
bucks are crazy for battle, to prove 
who gets to breed and who has to 
move Out. This is the time of year 
when ‘the deer herd expands to new 
ranges, with humbled bucks having 
to pack up and leave. (Moose too!) 
Sometimes, two bucks meet over a 


During battle time, rattling a set 
of antlers and pounding the ground 
may draw in bucks and does. They 
love to watch a fight, just like us, A 
judicious use of doe scent may also 
work, but there is note of caution. 
Rattling antlers and using doe scent 
attracts a deer's attention right at 
you, making it difficult to raise a 
shotgun to your shoulder. 


Incidently, bucks become so nasty 
during the rut that they are danger- 
ous to humans on occasion. People 
have been gored to death, ‘in the 
woods, by bucks during the rut. If 
he perceives a competitor, he'll put 
his head down and charge. This is 
why deer can't be domesticated. 

If a doe visits a buck's scrape and 
she's in the mood, she has a way of 


“letting him know she's ready. She'll 


whiz on the scrape, step in it, then 
go for a walk, leaving a scent trail 
for lover-boy to follow. When a 
buck finds such a prize, life doesn't 
get much better for him, or for a 
deer hunter. 

A buck on a hot scent trail is an 
idiot, utterly single-minded about 
his quest. He develops a stiff-legged 


gait, and hurries by with his nose 
glued to the ground. He might walk 
right past you without thinking, in 
his lust-crazed state. Of course, if 
another buck crosses such a trail, he 
follows the scent as well, Deer are 
not monogamous, at all. 

The "rut" runs for several weeks, 
until the does are no longer coming 
into heat. Any does that miss out 
will come back into heat again in 28 
days, and a passing buck will gladly 
volunteer for the job. You bet! 

And then, in the depths of winter, 
a buck will reach up with his front 
hoof and knock off one antler, then 
another. That officially marks the 
end of breeding season, for now.

Organic waste 
composting 
seminars 


Wilmington is seeking interested 
volunteers to become home 
composting coordinators.

MALDEN HIGH SCORES

a school-business partnership,

Hunters ready for deer season 


Massachusetts deer hunters 
are gearing up for the upcoming 
shotgun season for deer which 
opens November 29 and runs 
through December 4 in manage- 
ment zones 11-13 and December 
ll throughout the remainder of 
the state. 

The Division of Fisheries & 
Wildlife reminds hunters that 
the shotgun season has been 
extended by three days this year 
in zones 1-12. The initiative to 
extend the shotgun season was 
launched in an effort to enable 
biologists to better control the 
harvest, especially with respect 
to the sex ratio of deer bagged. 

The Fisheries & Wildlife 
Board votes to extend the shot- 
gun season as opposed to the 
archery or primitive firearms 
seasons because the shotgun 
hunters are the backbone of 
controlled deer management, 
providing the barometer by 
which deer management strate- 
gies are developed. 

While the increase was origi- 
nally proposed for the 1994 deer 
season, it was approved early

enough in the year to implement 
it for the 1993 season. This 
change does not appear in the 
Abstracts of the Fish & Wildlife 
Laws for 1993 as they were print- 
ed in late 1992, but it will appear 
in the 1994 edition. 


Deer are plentiful throughout 
the state and so is mast. Both 
hard and soft mast crops are 
widespread this year which 
means that the deer, for the 
most part, have been eating well 
all summer and early fall, While 
this is excellent for preparing 
the deer for the upcoming win- 
ter when food becomes relative- 
ly searce, it does not favor the 
deer hunter. 

Deer in areas where there 
are a lot of acorns are not 
required to move very much in 
search of food. 

Acorns are abundant almost 


everywhere and this limits the 
amount of time the deer spend 
foraging for food. With deer cov: 


ering a smaller area than usual, 
hunters should seek places 
where white oaks have dropped 
acorns, as deer prefer acorns 
from white oak over those of red 
oak 

A slow, quiet approach to the 
selected hunting area is recom 
mended so any deer nearby will 
not be alerted to the presence ol 
hunters and move off. 


Hunters are reminded that 
only shotguns with smoothbore 
barrels are permitted. Rifled 
choke tubes are prohibited. The 
use of decoys or bait is also ille 
gal, however, commercial scents 
designed to smell like food are 
permissible. During times of 
plentiful food such as this, scent 
users are advised to forego the 
use of food scents and stick with 
cover scents such as red fox or 
raccoon urine and/or attractant 
scents such as natural deer 
urines - especially those taker 
from Whitetail does in estrus.

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whelmed, and hopefully a little 
more open-minded in regard to 
science. 

"I really thought it was inter- 
esting," wrote one Wakefield 
fourth grader after participating 
in the program.

"It shows that from an hour 
and a half program, these kids 
can all of a sudden be thinking 
about things they've never 
thought about before," Carrier 
said. "That, to me, is really 
rewarding.” 

Not that he wants every kid 
to become a scientist or engi- 
neer, Carrier explains, it's just 
to at least raise a few eyebrows. 

"Even if these kids come out 
with an appreciation that almost 
everything around them has to 
do with science and keep an 
open mind toward science, then 
it's a huge success," he said. 


Ken started Shared Sciences 
a few years ago and believes 
that someday it will keep him 
busy. But in the meantime, bills 
must be paid. He also consults 
for private corporations and for 
the Food and Drug 
Administration, for whom he 
was a medical equipment 
Inspector over a seven-year 
period after college. 

After the FDA, he took a job 
with Smith and Nephew 
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, Doperbc fa 95, 
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Dyonics, an Andover company 
and leader in development of 
arthroscopic equipment. He 
maintains a good relationship 
with officials there, which led to 
them loaning expensive equip- 
ment to him for the classroom 
demonstrations. 

Carrier says such relation- 
ships allow Shared Sciences to 
bridge the gap for schools, most 
of which are under tight budget 
restrictions. Because of low 
funds, science specialists are 
not usually found in the elemen- 
tary grades, which is another 
reason why Shared Sciences is a 
success. 

"Initially I started out in the 
upper grade levels," Carrier 
explained. "But some of the 
schools were saying 'We want it 
down at the lower grades, we 
really want the kids to get excit- 
ed about science as early as 
possible.” 

Among the programs offered, 
to all grade levels, are ‘What Is 
Inside Your Body?,’ ‘The Bones 
Within, and ‘What Is Inside An 
Owl Pellet?’ In kindergarten 
class kids learn about their 
bones and body parts, which 
they usually don’t know much 
about, 

“Most of these kids have no 
clue of what’s inside of them,” 
he said. “Where does the food go 
when you swallow? I've had kids 
say it goes to their feet just 
because it goes down. They real- 
ly don’t know.” 


The owl pellet class is always 
a favorite. Carrier usually gets 
the “Ahh gross!” reaction at 
first, but soon the students are 
dissecting these owl regurgita- 
tions and learning about ecolo- 
gy. Owls swallow their prey 
whole and the non-digestible 
parts - bones in particular - are 
grouped in a pellet and spit out. 

The “Abh gross!” reactions 
are quickly replaced by marvel 
as students cut into the pellets 
and uncover whole skeletons of 
rodents, birds and other prey. 
The kids carefully remove the 
bones and piece them together. 
It’s another example of hands- 
on learning that a science book 
simply cannot provide. 

Carrier said the owl pellets 
open doors into ecology as well 
He said students can learn what 
type of animals the owl eats, 
and how often. In no time kids 
are telling him - with accuracy - 
that the typical owl eats about 
1,500 to 2,000 rodents per year. 

“It’s like the ultimate crack- 
er-jack prize,” Carrier says. 
“And then these kids get to glue 
the bones together on a piece of 
paper and it’s theirs.” 

Despite the obvious educa- 
tional benefits, dissecting owl 
pellets may not be what parents

had in mind for their children’s 
day at school. 

“I don’t know what kind of 
discussion that generates at 
home at the dinner table. 
Hopefully there's an open-mind- 
edness back at the homefront,” 
he said. 

On the topic of parents, Ken 
said he usually sees a clear 
split. 

“I see two ends of the spec- 
trum and very few people 
parked in the middle,” he said. 
“There are a lot of parents who 
are interested in hearing what 
their kids did at school, but still 
have that ‘uuk’ sentiment. But 
some say ‘I would love to get a 
chance to do that.” 


Money, or lack of it, seems to 
be the roadblock in education. 
Typically, Shared Sciences is 
busier in the winter and spring 


months when schools have a 
better handle on remaining 
expenses. Often, schools are 
forced to rely on funds from par- 
ent-teacher organizations to pay 
Carrier. 

So is it worth it? 

“The programs are active 
and clearly engage the children 
on thinking differently about 
science,” Wakefield Superinten- 
dent of Schools Dr. Stephen 
Maio said. “His presentation 
keeps the kids mesmerized and 
the classroom teachers have 
been enthusiastic in their praise 
for his lessons.” 

Carrier stresses that the pro- 
grams would not be a reality 
without the corporate help. He 
wants more companies to 
become interested in what he 
calls “far reaching” educational

Denied the right to see his 
children on a regular basis, the 
talented Daniel turns to his 
equally talented brother, played 
with much pizzazz by Harvey 
Fierstein. A make-up artist who 
is a whiz at latex masks, he 
creates a feminine alter ego for 
his unhappy brother. Thus 
Daniel becomes Mrs. Doubtfire, 
the perfect British nanny. 

Mrs. Doubtfire brings out the 
best in Daniel's three kids, his 
estranged wife and Daniel him- 
self. By pretending to be an 
adult, Daniel is actually able to 
grow up some. And though it 
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lin Square, 


kills him to watch his ex-wife 
being wooed by the man of her 
dreams (Pierce Brosnan), his 
charade gives Danny some 
insight into what it means to be 
a caring and responsible person 
~ something he could formerly 
only joke about. 

One of the more commend- 
able aspects of this comedy is 
that the filmmakers accept 
lifestyles Hollywood often 
ignores. Everyone gets equal 
and fair treatment, from gay 
Fierstein to divorced families. 
The movie never panders to 
children and doesn't go with the 
easy Hollywood happy ending. 

But some of the plot is so 
misguided you really have to 
suspend your disbelief. Field's 
character, so capable and seri- 
ous, relies instantly, and unrea- 
sonably, on Mrs. Doubtfire and 
her sometimes dubious advice. 
There is also an element of slap- 
stick that is just completely out 
of control. When Daniel tries to 
be both himself and Mrs. 
Doubtfire during the same 
evening at the same restaurant, 
you just want to close your eyes 
and groan. Though director 
Chris Columbus eventually 
makes this extended scene 
work, the plot is so thin that you 
don't believe the conceit was 
necessary in the first place. 

Doesn't matter. Robin 
Williams' performance is noth- 
ing short of brilliant. He disap- 
pears inside of Mrs. Doubtfire, 
making the irascible, sharp- 
tongued woman all too real. His 
physical comedy is masterful, as 
is his mimicry. Williams is also 
quite believable as the heartbro- 
ken husband who doesn't under- 
stand, and has to learn, what 
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went wrong with his marriage. 
Ultimately, no matter how silly 
the proceedings sometimes 
become, you can't help but 
laugh as you observe the world 
through the eyes of an elderly 
woman who is really seeing 
things as a man. 


"A Perfect World" Starring 
Kevin Costner, Clint Eastwood, 
T.J. Lowther, Laura Dern.

Butch Haynes (Kevin 
Costner), a criminal serving 40 
years for armed robbery, 
escapes from the prison in 
Huntsville, Texas. During his 
getaway, Butch grabs a little boy 
and keeps him as a hostage as 
he tries to make his way along 
the Texas Panhandle. 

Set in Texas in 1963, just 
weeks before President 
Kennedy's assassination, the 
movie is as much about the 
mood of the nation as it is about 
these two characters, Clint 
Eastwood, who also directed, 
plays a Texas Ranger leading 
the hunt for Haynes. he does 
this from the interior of an 
ultra-futuristic mobile home 
with the help of a steely FBI 
agent and a criminologist 
(Laura Dern) who is especially 
interested in psychological pro- 
files, 

Eastwood and his posse are 
simply a tangent supplementing 
the heart of this story, which is 
the relationship between Butch 
and his 8-year-old captive, 
Phillip. No precocious brat, T.J. 
Lowther shows amazing ability 
as the confused and frightened 
child who bonds with his charm- 
ing abductor. They find they 
have much in common, as both 
are outsiders in the worlds they 
inhabit. Though Butch is obvi- 
ously a damaged human being, 
and capable of great harm, he 
provides a fantasy world for 
Philip. 

Costner, trying something dif- 
ferent from his usual all- 
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ROBIN WILLIAMS is "Mrs. Doubtfire." 


American hero types, instills his 
character with both a menacing 
destruction and a protectiveness 
that envelopes the boy. His dam- 
age is obviously from child 
abuse, and what violence we see 
on this film is directed at chil- 
dren. Butch reacts strongly to 
adults, especially men, who 
harm children, and the movie 
makes a powerful statement 
about the violence in America, 
and from whence it stemmed. 
Eastwood underscores his feel- 
ings about violence by never 
showing anything graphic - all 
gunshots occur off camera. 

Though the movie is effective 
as a moody character study, it is 
not without flaws. Dern's char- 
acter is no woman of the sixties, 
Though it is commendable that 
Eastwood wanted to include a 
strong woman in this film, her 
anachronistic feminism just 
doesn't work. The film is also 
too long. It drags mid-way and 
could easily have lost 15 minutes 
in length without damaging the 
carefully constructed mood. But 
in the end these problems are 
slight and don't compromise 
this subtle and artfully depicted 
character study. 

Addams Family Values, 
much like the last Addams fami- 
ly outing, is a visual treat with a 
keen artistic design that helps 
smooth over a weak storyline.
